Nevertheless, an 
officer must he the defender of his own 
honor and la entitled to regain his 
ael f- a at se m to vindicate hla m a nho o d 
and to repel the Imputation of lack of 
courage by facing hla adversary with 
pistol tn hand. 

"There were only twelve duels In
